By the way claims are 
now being prepared, and evidence of 
marriage or cohabitation manufactured, 
a widow’s claim for pensions, will be 
presented in the case of every deceased 
soldier. And by the same means the 
agent proves the fact of marriages, he 
will prove the existence of minor chil- 
ciren, issue of the soldiers, and have 
the pensions corresponding inclosed. 
Two of the principal agents at Mem- 
his had each for a time one of their 
own clerks appointed Deputy County

FORGFT THE HowR. 


WEDNESDAY, : : 


March 31, 1869 


A NEW move has been made on the 
political clap-board, but the practicabil- 
ity does not appear imminent, if it is to 
be managed by its present engineers, 
who are rather of the rising order; and 
although of unquestionable ability, 
and not without persevering energy, 
are more distinguished for impracti- 
cability than for any other character- 
istic. About a week ago these two 
self-constituted reformers, COLORADO 
and WILL1AM M. CorrREy, the 
latter editor of the Commoner, pub- 
lished at Cincinnati, and devoted to 
the promulgation of his views and 
those of kindred spirits, which may be 
designated a “Spartan band,’’ on ac- 
count of valor and numbers. Well, 
these gentlemen had a public meeting 
at Louisville, which they addressed, 
and which from some Cause was. not so 
large as to satisfy their vanity and 
selfcomplacency. Yet they put their 
ball in motion, and enunciated their 
principles—the restoration of the 
Republic, which, by usurpation 
and encroachment on the Federal 
Constitution, has “fallen to pieces.” 
Mr. W. CoRNELL JEWErT referred 
te the early part of 1860 when he 
stood at the base of the Rocky 
Mountains and had there said it was 
the spot to plant the seed of a regen- 
erated Republic. He had not consid- 
ered it @ prediction, but it seemed like 
prophecy, for the “great structure of 
the Republic had fallen to pieces and 
he was a mourner over lost liberty. 
With the inauguration of GRanT 
passed away American Liberty, and, in 
his opinion, we were without a Gov- 
ernment! He presented the remedy 
in the People’s Great National Reform 
Party, and hoped yet to be able to say 
that.‘‘Kentucky had taken the lead in 
the restoration of the Republic.” A 
convention is to assemble in Cincinnati 
in June 1872, and delegates are invoked 
from every quarter, from those who 
sympathize with the movement, who 
are expected to nominate candidates 
for the Presidency and Vice Presi- 
dency.

This policy—for it_isa 
policy—will do away with conven- 
tions, and therefore its friends do not 
hesitate to argue that conventions 
ought not to be held. We may ask, 
how are nominations to be made? We 
suppose by individual announcements 


be followed byall the rest of the alpha- 
bet for the same office. Yet the no- 
convention advocate does not follew 
this method, for we find that he 
his friends unite in signing a petition 
addressed to the Hon. Reluctant, ask- 
ing him to become a candidate fora 
high judicial position. And the Hon. 
Reiuctant responds to the one hundred 
petitioners, yields to their request and 
announces himself as a candidate. 
This is a sort of nomination after 
the fashion of the convention plan. 
In selecting candidates for Judges poli- 
tics ought not to be considered, argues 
the advocate of the no-convention pol- 
icy. We have heard this opinion 80 
often expressed that we are inclined to 
believe it is generally entertained and 
approved. To us it seems so full of 
error and of insidious danger to the
